Even though the actual DC resistance is not indicative of the impedence, 
any ohmeter with a low enough resistance-scale still will measure which 
winding has more resistance, which in turn means more turns in most cases. 
This will be sufficient for your problem. 


This relationship between primary (1k) / higher resistance and secondary (8 
ohms) will remain true for most audio and LV transformers. 


For HV transformers, it gets a bit more ambiguous: since the wire 
sizes/turns/DC resistances start getting interesting. In that case, the 
line side / primary will probably have the lower resistance... but a really 
heavy-duty medium voltage transformer... might go either way. That should 
be the only really ambiguous case. 


In any test of line voltages (120/220) you can use a 100W light bulb in 
series with the line-side (primary) when you power it up *** using a 
variac.**x* If everything is OK, the bulb will barely glow-if at all. If it 
gets bright-as you bring the line voltage up-SOMETHING is wrong-recheck 
everything. 


Another thing: if you find that even though it is a nice large cored xfmr, 
good-sized wires, etc., yet runs pretty hot even with little or no load, it 
is either: a really cheap-ironed xfmr, or intended for 50 Hz. If it is 1/3 
the size you think-from experience-it ought to be for what it's rated, look 
for the 400Hz label... it probably is there somewhere. 400Hz xfmrs, unless 
specifically labelled for 50-400HzZ operation, usually won't run on 60Hz. 


One final caveat: most of the miniature xfmrs sold today are rated several 
hundred milliwatts... so don't try to pump lots of power through them-they 
will work, even up to a watt or so (or have done so for me in the past.) 
Higher power audio xfmrs (10W and up) are available through Antique 
Electronic Supply and surplus at Fair Radio Supply. 


In a pinch you can play around with the 70V audio distribution xfmrs RS and 
others sell... and in a REAL pinch a 120V/6 or 12 or 28 VAC xxx 400 Hz xxx 
xfmr will pass some part of the audio passband as a substitute for a 600 
ohm to 8 ohm xfmr... but they have sounded pretty poor to me the times I 
have felt appropriately pinched.

I tried out the simple mod to my SW+ to make the tuning range more linear. 
The mod comes from "QRP Power" and consists of placing a 100K resistor 
between the positive end and the wiper of the tuning pot. 


My first try made things worse. I must have read the diagrams in the 
instructions wrong, because I had the ground end instead of the positive 
end. Got out the trusty DMM and figured it out. Adding the resistor did 
improve the linearity, enough to make it worthwhile. Here's a summary of the 
tuning range, before and after:

Gang, 


I could do with a little advice and I hope to get it here. I have all 
the parts for a choke balun: 30 ferrite beads type FB77-6301, some 
RG-58C and BNC plugs (one male, one female). 


Ferrite is hard and may break if it hits something, so I thought of 
protecting the beads with a single long sleeve of heat-shrink tubing. 
Now this needs to be heated to a temperature of over ca. 150 deg C. 
The best way of heating that I can come up with is hot-air from a 
butane soldering iron with a hot-air adapter that I have (Portasol). 
It has a special attachment to deflect the air around the tubing. I 
can control the flow of gas, but I cannot set the air temperature to a 
precise value and have to go by the shrinking (or smoking) result I 
can see. 


However, I wonder if heating the RG-58 and the ferrite is all that 
good an idea. 


Perhaps somebody on the list has made this sort of balun and has some 
practical advice on how to do a neat and sound job on this. 


Thanks for reading this and your much valued advice. 
BTW, something I noticed when shrinking tubing (with glue on the 


inside) around a stranded line joint: it must have been because I 
started from the outer ends that I couldn't shrink the middle part all 


the way. AIR seems to be TRAPPED in the middle. So better start 
shrinking from the middle. I must add that I had a few short pieces of 
thinner tubing already shrunk on either side of the joint to make it 
slightly thicker. The ends were tight before all the air was out :-(

Assuming these are similar to NE-2s, they are Neon bulbs. They're 
still quite common. They reach a "Breakover" voltage over which the neon 
will "arc" and glow orange. The purpose of the resistor is to control 
current flow during this arcing period. Don't know the NE-7 
specifically, but most neon bulbs need 100K ohms in series when fed with 
110VAC. The Newark catalog lists about every type of bulb made, and may 
help in determining the exact resistance.

Folks, 


My yard, and it's trees, make erecting a full-sized dipole pretty 
tough. I was playing around with shortened dipoles, but hated the fact 
that I lost alot of bandwidth. In this play, I swung the ends of the 
dipole around until they were 3-4 inches apart, much like a half-size 
loop, but disconnected at the end opposite the feed. 

Mounted horizontally, (plane parallel to ground), and fed through a 
4:1 xmfr (feed is exactly 12 ohms), this antenna seems to perform better 
than my 14AVQ vertical. ELNEC predicts about a 6Db front to side ratio, 
and similar gain to a full-size dipole. It works. I made CA from NY at 
1900L on 15M last night. Not spectacular, but at least similar to the 
vertical's performance. 

I seriously doubt I have discovered a new antenna configuration, so 
what is this type of antenna called?

Yes, place the resistor directly (as short as possible) 
from the hot side to the ground side. This will allow 
the static electricity to bleed off the vertical (hot) 
Side to ground. Use a CARBON resistor of 1 watt or so. 
The wattage really doesn't matter to much. If you use a 
33K or larger there is almost no RF current going through 
it. The wattage is for size only. This puts about an 
inch between the leads and helps prevent arcing when 
using high power. Like I also said you can use a large 
value RF choke too. Just be sure that you use a large 
enough value to present a high impedance at the lowest 
band you plan to use. 


And again -- this WILL NOT protect your rigs in the 
event of a direct or very close strike. When storms 
are coming disconnect your rigs, put them back in the 
box and place them in a closet in the basement. ;) 


Here's an idea that my Elmer gave me when I was first 
getting started. ===== 


I had several dipoles up with several coax cables coming 
into the shack. Sometimes it was difficult to tell which 
one was which. Place a resistor across the connection at 
the antenna (just like in the vertical). 


For 10-meters use a 10K resistor, for 15-meters use a 
15K and so on. Then if you get confused as to which coax 
is which, just whip out the old ohm meter and check.

Hi Guys, 

I've changed my idea for a 6 meter rig. Heres what I thinking now for the 
RX(this is a CW rig). 50mhz goes into a preamp and then to a mixer. I 
want the IF frequncy to be 14 mhz. Since I can't make a good VFO at 36 
mhz(50-14=36), I'll add 29mhz(xtal) to 7(vfo) to get 36 mhz. This goes to 
the first mixer with an ouptu of 14mhz(50-36=14).

I confess to having purchased a W2DU-type balun when I found out that it 
only cost a trivial amount more than I could buy the beads for. It is 
encased in PVC tubing with regular PVC end caps, etc. Diameter is about 
3/4" - looks good and is very sturdy as well as being waterproof for 
outdoor use. 


I would tend to avoid the shrink-wrap for the reasons you stated. In any 
event, always try to avoid mechanical shock to any ferrite device - even 
if it doesn't break, you can change its properties. 


For your air problem, try making a tiny pinhole to release the air and 
then heat it to shrink. Shrinking should close up the pinhole again and 
keep water out.

Stuart - You asked; 


"IT would also like to hear if anyone has worked on adding bands to older 
pre WARC commercial antenna designs that cover the traditional "harmonic" 
bands. (80, 40, 20, 10)" 


For many years the ARR1 Antenna Books carried plans for adding a 30 M trap 
to a 40,20,15,10 vertical above the conventional traps. I don't know if it 
is in the later editions or not. I think the Handbook also may have carried 
it for a few years after 10 MHz was first opened. 


This is pretty easy to do, but be aware that the losses on 40 M will 
increase somewhat due to the additional resistive losses in the 30 M trap. 
The addition of inductance from the 30 M trap will also shorten the 40 M 
resonant length even further which will lower the radiation resistance and 
reduce the efficiency a bit. 


Adding the 17M and 12M bands is not as easy as there is not much space 
between the 20 M and 15 M traps for an additional 17M trap or between the 
15 M and 10 M trap for a 12 M trap. Also, additional losses will occur on 
all lower bands due to the additional traps. It also becomes a nightmare to 
tune. 


I know that many comercial verticals use this many traps these days, 
particularly the "half wave resonant" ones, but I suspect that the losses 
in these antennas are much more than in the older verticals with fewer 
traps, particularly on the lower bands. 

Did I mention that multiband antennas are almost always a compromise?? :%)=

I'm STILL 
working DX when all of the CW ops have closed up shop for the night because the 
human ear can't resolve the CW signal from the noise. Not to mention that when 
the bands are open, we're communication much faster and with far less error.

I'll do it all at once and 
you need to be subscribed to QRP-L and hopefully if you are 
in digest mode you won't miss it. ;-) 


I am holding up posting of schematics on web page, etc. until this 
is published and everyone can start on equal footing. 


3. Fox Hunt, QRP-L style. Question came up when does this start? 
Usually in first week of October when 40M gets started up for 
the winter season. 


This year someone else needs to do the work. I will be off the 
list starting in two weeks and until after Pacificon due to 

work I must do for the 80wpm code run and I don't want to look 
like an idiot. :-) Someone step forward and you better have 
been around the list through all of these hunts and know what is 
involved. It will take a lot of time. Been there, done that. 


Keep the same rules as previous years is probably the best way. 
The hard part is chosing from all the volunteers. I was thinking 
of using RUFZ as the benchmark this year. ;-) 


4. Pacificon CW test. Doug posted some information, but it is in 
error. The NorCal evening will have only the sending test, as 
the evening session is for fun and doing something serious like 
upping the speed to 80wpm isn't for a room full of noisy activities. 


But I have come up with what I think will be a fun thing to do. 


A sending contest. You will be given plain text from a newspaper 
article. You will send for two minutes at the speed of your 
choice. Person getting the highest score from the audience of 
judges wins. Grading to be determined on the spot. 


You bring your paddle or use one that someone is willing to rent 
or loan to you. Paddle must have 1/8" or 1/4" stereo plug with 
tip for dit, ring for dah, and shell for ground. Keyer will be 
an AEA MM-3 and you use keypad to set the speed and mode A or B. 
Paddle can be anypaddle you chose that is passive, i.e. non- 
computer or electronic based. :-) We could do all NorCal, but 
that is counter productive to the idea of the contest. 


Maybe even do a straight key contest for those that think that 
electronic keyers are a bad thing for CW. :-) 


The receiving test, done at another time, will be 5 minutes 

plain text at any speed you want. Test will start at 80wpm and 
work down until all contestants have copied one minute contiguous 
without an error...... Rules to follow later as soon as details 
are worked out. 


OK, I hope I got everything. I'll try to keep up with the doings for 
the next two weeks, but it will be difficult for me at this time. 

SO much to do and so little time. Those of looking for newsletter 
articles from me, holler now. 


There is the possibility that this email address will go into 
/dev/null and if it does don't worry. I'll be back. ;-) :-) (tm) 
I'm good in the callbook for the last 4 years. 

Hard to believe almost six years have gone by on this group. 


Here's looking for the next six.

Some time ago, 1957 if memory serves, the Commies launched a satellite. It 
beep-beeped at us just outside the 15M ham band and for a week or so the local 
ham was a celebrity for being able to let folks listen -- instead of a villian 
for QRMing Amos and Andy. But the public is fickle, as is the Aerospace 
program. 


These thoughts are from a April, 1958 Popular Electronics gleened this morning 
from the broadcast radio fanciers at a local event. Herein, on page 41 we 
learn how to "Listen to Satellites with 108-mc Converter." It seems all- 
American satellites came down outside the FM broadcast band and a converter 


was needed to hear them. Tecraft and Tapetone made such devices, but they 
were pricey, so the authors put together a circuit with one less tube than the 
big boys: 6BS8, 6AN8 and 12AT7. There is the usual cascode RF amp and the 
output a little low by then contemporary standards. It brought down the God- 
fearing Sputnik to 10 mc instead of 14 like most converters of the day. So 
what? 


Look up the article and look at the co-authors: Orr, William and Stoner, D. 

I never knew them to work together. Bill Orr, W6SAI was Frank Jones' heir at 
the West Coast Handbook and made it a respected, conservative journal, the 
more the pitty. Stoner, W6TNS, on the other hand, was a creature of the new 
wave. It was he who, in this same year of 1958 made a two transistor TX and 
did all sorts of QRP feats. He was also a columnist, and I emphasize not a 
Communist, on things solid state. 


There were a lot of crossroads in 1958.
